DATE IS EXPLAINED 


Chief Sawyer Says That Date 
on Card Tells When It 
Is Expired 








Concerning whether or not driv- 
ers’ licenses are still effective, J. 
F. Sawyer, chief of police, today 
said that persons can observe the 
expiration date on their licenses 
and in so doing will be observing 
the law. More or less confusion 
has resulted over the question of 
licenses as the result of the new 
motor vehicle laws going into ef- 
fect last Friday. 

In some cases there is no expirae 
tion date on the licenses. Most 
licenses, however, he said, have an 
expiration date and persons need 
not worry about new licenses un- 
til that date has been reached. 
Where there is no expiration date, 
the license is good until it is detin- 
itely cancelled through an order 
from Sacramento. 

Many persons have called at the 
police station seeking information 
and Chief Sawyer explained that if 
persons will first study their li- 
cense they will find it unnecessary 
to go elsewhere for information. 

An effort is being made to ob- 
tain for the Upland-Ontario dis- 
trict an examiner, who will issue 
licenses. When new Ticenses are 
necssary now, persons must go to 
San Bernardino. If an examiner 
igs placed either in Upland or On- 
tario, the trip to the county seat
